Wast or Enthusiasm.—The Nebraska pa­ 
lms are very busy in representing that the re* 
cent meeting at Madison was a lifeless affair, that 
there was a want of enthusiasm that did not augur 
well for the success of the movement. That there 
was alack of thewQdexcitement which sometimes 
characterizes poetical gatherings, we are ready 
to admit, yet we look upon it as an encouraging 
ladler than otherwise. There was the 
calmness of determination about it; the intelligent 
coonriotmnem of a national wrong perpetrated in 
tho repeal of the Missouri compromise, not to be 
redressed by the mere blustering of words, but 
by efficient and persistent action; a singleness of 
purpose to drop other matters of difference for 
tho time being, to unite and concentrate forces 
upon this one object till it is accomplished.— 
arn the characteristics exhibited in other 
states. It is the legitimate effect upon a candid, 
long enduring people, of ofl-repeated and long 
continued acta of aggression on the part of sla­ 
very propagandists, and of the consummation of 
that climax of bad faith, the opening of territo­ 
ry consecrated to freedom by solemn national 
compact, to foe defilement of the accursed in­ 
stitution. The public mind at the north will 
more and more assimilate upon this question. 
It Is not for from unanimous upon it now, but 
party ties and foe hope of party success will 
hold out against it to some extent. We do not 
repudiate partisanship ; we respect It when ad­ 
hered maunder a consciousness of correct prin­ 
ciples. But when we see the citizens of one 
section of tho country, abandoning all party is­ 
sues, and uniting heart and hand in the enforce­ 
ment of measures highly obnoxious to other sec­ 
tions, H is time to meet such tactics in their 
own way, as a matter of self-preservation. 
Snob are some of foe considerations that will 
actuate and animate foe opponents of foe Ne­ 
braska law, at foe coming elections in tho dif­ 
ferent states, and he who calculates that these 
forces are inert because not noisy, is preparing 
himself to be disappointed in foe result. 


Scorners at Post Wabhincftok.—An express 
reached this city, Sunday afternoon, from Port 
Washington, 25 miles north, for a physician and 
medicine; foe cholera having bfoken out there 
and much apprehension prevailing. It appears 
that the first case, among the American residents, 
occurred Thursday evening, and from that rime 
till Sunday morning there had been 15 or 20 ca­ 
ses, sud 8 or IO deaths. Doctors McKnight 
and Garner, both skilful and experienced phys! 
clans, promptly responded to foe call for help, 
and went up to Port Washington Sunday even­ 
ing. We trust that their presence and counsel 
were effectual in allaying the panic mid staying 
foe pestilence. Among the victims of the dis­ 
ease were Mr. Lawrence, (brother-in-law of foe 
late P. W. Badgley oP this city,) his wife and 
child. 
We hear that several cases of cholera have 
occurred ar. Watertown and in Concord, Jeffer­ 
son county. Indeed there is scarcely a locality 
exempt from it this season.—Mil. Sent 
While In many places this fearful discase is 
carrying dismay and death into many house­ 
holds, we have thus far been mercifully exemp­ 
ted from its ravages. In foe early part of the 
warm season there were two deaths in this city 
which were pronounced to be from cholera by 
foe attending physicians. Even these cases, 
however, are disputed; and we do not assume to 
pass judgment upon them. But since that time, 
embracing a period of several weeks of unparal­ 
leled hot weather, and with every liability to 
sickness, our town has enjoyed an unusual de 
gree of health. The complaints always inci­ 
dent to the season have scarcely existed at all, 
and there has been no such thing as an attack 
even of foe prevailing epidemic, or a severe case 
of cholera morbus, while there seems to have 
been an entire indifference among our citizens 
generally as to their habits, and the ordinary 
precautions dictated by prudence seem to have 
been wholly disregarded. How long this ex­ 
emption from a visitation of a disease that is 
sorely afflicting many of our neighbors is to con­ 
tinue, no one can tell, and whether the disre­ 
gard of precautionary measures will not, ere the 
season doses, Invite the pestilence, Is equally 
uncertain. But it is true that our city has escaped 
thus far, and it is also true that in all former 
seasons it has either wholly escaped or known 
but an isolated case or two. The very feet of 
escape heretofore has created a settled feeling of 
safety, and probably to this feeling is attributa­ 
ble much of our freedom from foe disease. 


A Genuine “ Know Nothing.”—A good sto­ 
ry told by some of our citizens who were in 
Washington some weeks force, runs in this wise: 
A citizen of that dty put up $1000 on a bet 
with the fendford of a very popular hotel} 
staunch democrat, thatthe “know nothing” can­ 
didate for mayor would be elected over his dem­ 
ocratic competitor..

SUPREME COURT OF WISCONSIN. 
Ablemao, p it in error, vs. State of Wisconsin ex. rot., 
Booth, deft in error. 
B y a ip ia of Opinion by W hitoni C. J . 


The relator in this case presented a petition to 
Justice Smith of this court, setting forth that he 
was unlawfully deprived of his liberty, and pray­ 
ing that a writ of habeas corpus might be issued 
to bring him before the said justice, together 
with the cause of his imprisonment, in order that 
he might be liberated if it should be found that 
his confinement was illegal. 
The petition for the writ stated particularly 
that the petitioner was restrained of Ilia liberty, 
by reason of a pretended warrant, a copy of 
which was appended to the petition. By this 
copy it appears that Winfield Smith, acting as a 
Commissioner of the U. S., had upon an exami­ 
nation of the petitioner, for an alleged offence 
against foe tew« of tile U. S., ordered the peti­ 
tioner to recognize with sufficient sureties in the 
sum of two thousand dollars, for his appearance 
at a term of the district court of the U. S. to be 
held at Madison, on the first Monday of July, 
then next, and that in default of the recogni­ 
zance tho marshal was commanded to deliver 
foe petitioner to the common jail, Ac. 
The said copy also contains a recital that the 
petitioner bad been charged on oath, “ with 
having on the 11th day of March, A. D. 1854, at 
the city of Milwaukee in said county and district, 
unlawfully aided, assisted, and abetted a person 
named Joshua Glover held to service or labor in 
foe state of Missouri, under the laws thereof 
and being foe property of one Ben&mrai 8. Gar­ 
land, and having escaped therefrom into the 
state of Wisconsin, to escape from foe lawful 
custody of Charles C. Cotton, a deputy of the 
marshal of the United States, for the district of 
Wisconsin, the said Charles C. Cotton having 
then and there arrested and taken into custody 
the said Joshua Glover by virtue of a warrant 
issued by foe Judge of the United States for 
said district, pursuant to the provisions of the 
act of congress in that case made and provided 
approved September 18, 1850.” The peti­ 
tioner having been lodged in jail in default of 
bail, the writ of habeas corpus was issued and 
served, and foe prisoner was brought before 
Justice Smith, before whom such proceedings 
were had that he was discnarged. 
A writ of certiorari was issued to bring the 
record of these proceedings before this court in 
order to correct any error that might bare been 
committed. 
The following are the points decided. 
1. The cause came properly before this court 
by certiorari to bring up foe record of the pro­ 
ceedings before Justice Smith. Rev. Stat. 22, 
I Wis. R. 817. 
2. A justice of this court has power to issue 
in vacation writs of habeas corpus, returnable 
before himself at chambers. Rev. Stat. 626, Sess 
L. '52, chap. 395. 
8. The rule that foe court whose jurisdiction 
first attaches to a case, will retain it, notwifo 
standing proceedings may be subsequently com­ 
menced in other courts of concurrent juridic 
tion, cannot apply in this case to prevent the is­ 
suing of a writ of habeas corpus, by a justice o: 
this court, since a commissioner is not an offi 
cer of foe courts of the United States; for tho1 
appointed by the judges of those courts, neither 
the courts or judges are responsible for his acts, 
his powers and duties being particularly prescri­ 
bed in the acts of congress; and a commissioner 
cannot with any propriety be called a judicial 
officer. Cons. of U. S.,- Art. 3, Martin vs. Hun­ 
ter's lessee I Wheat. IL 865. But apart from 
any considerations of the powers of commission­ 
ers to bring the case within the rule, it must ap­ 
pear that the district court of the U. S. had the 
case pending before it, which was made by the 
issuing and service of the writ of habeas corpus, 
that the question of the legality of foe imprison­ 
ment of the petitioner was then pending before 
that court, and this the facts in the case do not 
show. They merely show foe ordinary case of 
a person imprisoned under color of legal process 
br an alleged offence. In such case the inves­ 
tigation of foe legality of his imprisonment does 
not necessarily involve an enquiry into the ques­ 
tion of his guilt or innocence, or of his liability 
to be held to answer for foe alleged offence. 
Sims’ case 7 Cosh, R. 7 Cowan R. 471, IO Johns, 
R. 328. State courts or officers are not deprived 
of the power to issue the writ of habeas corpus 
in all cases where a citizen of this state is beld 
in custody on foe ground of an alleged violation 
of a law of the U. S. by Rev. Stat. chap. 124, 
sec. 21. 
4. There being no valid objection to issuing 
the habeas corpus and bringing the prisoner be­ 
fore Justice Smith, foe question next arises 
whether the prisoner was lawfully discharged. 
The return of the marshal to the habeas cor­ 
pus sets out substantially foe same reason for 
the detention of the prisoner ae that stated in 
the petition for the writ 
The first objection taken to foe return is that 
it does not set forth avalid warrant Upon this 
point the court concurs in the opinion of the 
justice, who discharged the prisoner. The war­ 
rant fail* to state any offence under the act of 
congress in question, inasmuch as it does not 
show for what purpose Glover was in the custody 
of the deputy marshal. He may have been iii 
custody pursuant to the act of congress, approv­ 
ed September 18, 1850, and net have been ar­ 
rested aa a fugitive from labor. A warrant should 
contain a general statement of the offence in or­ 
der to justify an arrest. 
It is further objected to foe return of foe mar­ 
shal, admitting Glover to have been arrested as 
a fugitive from labor under foe act of congress, 
approved September 18, 1850, still the arrest 
was unlawful, for foe reason that foe act is un­ 
constitutional and void—and it is no crime to 
aid a person to escape from unlawful imprison­ 
ment. 
The act of February 12, 1793, differs in prin­ 
ciple from that of September 18, 1850. By the

The act of 1850 differs from that of 1793 in 
two essential particulars. By the act of 1850, 
certain officers called commissioners are author­ 
ized to make the surrender and give the certifi­ 
cate, and the testimony to show the fire! that 
the alleged fugitive owes service or labor, and 
that he has escaped, is not to be weighed by the 
commissioner, but has an effect given to it by

Whatever might be the opinion of this court, 
were there no adjudications upon the question 
as to the power of congress to provide by law 
for the surrender of fugitives from labor, stiff foe 
question whether an alleged fugitive is entitled 
to a jury trial before his surrender, is an open 
one in that court which has foe power finally to 
decide all questions growing out of an alleged 
violation of foe constitution by an aet of con- 


This court is of opinion that so much of foe 
act of 1850, above referred to, as refers to foe 
commissioners for decision the questions of fact 
which are to be established by evidence before 
the alleged fugitive can be delivered up to the 
claimant, is repugnant to foe constitution of the 
U. S., and therefore void, for two reasons: lstf 
because it attempts to confer upon those officers 
judicial powers; 2d, because it is a denial of foe 
right of the alleged fugitive to have those ques­ 
tions tried and decided by a jury which we think 
is given him by the constitution of foe U. S. 
Congress cannot vest any portion of judicial 
power in any tribunals created by itself unless in 
the manner mentioned in foe 1st section of the 
3d article of the constitution of foe U. S., except 
in foe case of territories, for which congress has 
provided for the appointment of judges with a 
different tenure of office from that fixed by foe 
constitution, claiming to derive foe power from 
that clause in foe constitution which gives con­ 
gress “ power to dispose of} and make ail need­ 
ful rules and regulations respecting the territory 
or other property of foe U. S.” 
The 5th article of amendments to foe consti­ 
tution of the U. S. provides that “ no person 
shall be deprived of life, liberty, or property 
without due process of law,” and although it has 
been urged that ft steve is not« per con in foe 
sense of foe term as used in this amendment, 
yet the objection is answered by foe considera­ 
tion that persons who are free are liable to be 
arrested and deprived of their liberty by virtue 
of this act, without due process of law, a phrase 
which includes the idea of atrial by jury. 
The court do not give an opinion upon the 
question whether a steve escaping into a free 
state, does not thereby become free by virtue 
of the local tew, subject only to be delivered up 


air for many feet around with buffalo robes, 
cushions, aud fragments of foe wagon: 
“ There was so much smoke that it was impos­ 
sible to see what become of foe unlucky occupants 
of the seat; but as it cleared away, we discov­ 
ered one of them getting up from the ground, 
and the other hair a mile distant, astride one of 
the wheel horses, bis clothes on fire in many 
places, and exhibiting the tallest specimen of 
flying artillery we ever saw. It appeared upon 
inquiry that foe driver was Mown up the length 
of the reins, felling back on the pole to foe gun, 
and afterwards getting on one of the horses, he 
succeeded in stopping them. But the most 
remarkable of all, nobody was seriously injured, 
although one of them is somewhat stiff.” 
The report of the explosion, though duff and 
heavy, was heard for miles around. The dri­ 
ver’s companion, after rising from the ground, 
expressed a regret “ that his associate should 
have parted from bim so unceremoniously; he 
had no time to bid bim good bye.” 


The Great Bell of Vienna.—For a birth­ 
day excursion, I yesterday ascended the tower 
of St. Stephen, which rises up to the enormous 
hight of 439 feet. About 200 feet above the 
floor we reached the cathedral bel), the largest 
in Germany, weighing 8 >,400 pounds. A small 
family could live conveniently under foe immense 
structure. Eight men are required to ring it, 
as the clapper alone weighs 1,400 lbs. It was 
cast in 1711, by foe Emperor Joseph I, from 
180 Turkish cannon taken by foe Austrians.—

To prevent the running at large of dogs, and to au­ 
thorise the destruction of the same in a 
manner. 
-/ < v 
The Mayor and Common Council o f the City of Janes­ 
ville do ordain a* follow* ; 
See. I. That every person residing in the city of 
Janesville owning or having in his or her possession, 
any dog or bitch and suffering the same to run at large, 
shall be subject to a fine of five dollars for every dog, 
and ten dollars for every bitch thus suffered to run at 
large, unless protected as hereinafter provided. 
Sec. 9. Any person paying to the treasurer of the 
eity one dollar for each dog and five dollars for each 
bitch shall be entitled to a license for such dog or bitch 
to nm at large, to the end of the year in which such li­ 
cense to issued. Provided such person procuring a Ii 
cense shall put upon the neck of such dog or biteh so 
licensed to run at large, a metallic collar with the own 
er’s name engraved thereon in legible letters, and shall 
pay the city clerk fifty cents for granting such license. 
And provided farther that such dog or bitch so licensed, 
shall be securely muscled so as to prevent them from 
biting. Persons complying with the provisions of this 
section shall not be liable to the penalties named in the 
first section of this ordinance. 
See. 8. All dogs or bitches running at large in this 
city which are not securely muscled so as to prevent 
their biting shall be liable to be killed. 
Sec. 4. It shall be the duty of the city marshal to en­ 
force rigidly the penalties and provisions of this ordi­ 
nance, and it shall also be the duty of the said marshal 
or of any person under his direction to kill any dog or 
bitch which he may find running at large, contrary to 
the provisions of this ordinance. Provided however 
that any dog or bitch belonging to any person living 
out of the jetty, and being in the city on business, shall 
not be liable to be killed in the day-time.

Doctors McKnight 
and Garner, both skilful and experienced physi- 
cians, promptly responded to the call for help, 
and went up to Port Washington Sunday even- 
ing. We trust that their presence and counsel 
were effectual hi allaying the panic and'staying 
th* pestilence. Among the victims of 'the dis- 
ease were Mr. Lawrence, (brother-in-law of the 
late P. W. Badgley of* this city,) his wife and 
child.

We hear that several casas of cholera have 


occurred nr, Watertown and in Concord, Jeffer- 
son county. Indeed there is scarcely a locality 
exempt from it this season.—Mil. Sent. 
• White in many places this fearful disease is 
carrying dismay and death into many house- 
holds, we have thus far been mercifully exemp- 
ted from its ravages. In the early part of the 
warn season there were- two deaths in this city 
which were pronounced to be from cholera by 
the attending physicians. - Even these cases, 
however,.are disputed-,and we do not assume to 
pass jbdgmenfcupon them.. But since that time, 
embracing a period- of several weeks of unparal- 
leled hot weather, and with every KabUtty to 
sickness, our town has enjoyed an unusual de- 
gree of health. 
The complaints always inci- 


dent to the season have scarcely existed at all, 
and there has been no such.thing as an attack 
even of the prevailing epidemic, or n severe case 
of cholera roorbus, while there sefcms to have 
been an entire indifference among our citizens 
generally as to their habits, and the ordinary 
precautions dictated by prudence seem to have 
been wholly disregarded. How long this ex- 
emption from a visitation of a disease that is 
sorely /afflicting mafly of our neighbors is to con- 
tinue, no one can tell, and whether the disre- 
gard of precautionary measureswill not, ere the 
•easen closes, invite the pestilence, is equally 
uncertain. But it is true that our city baa escaped 
thus far, and it is also true that in all former 
seasons it has either wholly escaped or known 
but an isolated case or two. The very fact of 
escape heretofore has created a settled feeling of 
safety, and probably to this feeling is attributa- 
ble much of our freedom from the disease.

. «.Thc.petitton/or, the-writ stated-particularly 
that thej petitioner wns restrained of liisliberty, 
by'reasoai of -a pretended warrant, «t copyo: 
which was appended to the petition. By this 
copy.it appears that -Winfield Sroltlij acting as a 
commissioner of'thaU. S., had upon an c.xami 
nation of the petitioner, for an allege i offence 
against thcslaws of the U. S:; ordered the peti- 
tioner to recognize .ivith sufficient sureties in'the 
sum:of two thousand dollars, for his appearance 
at a term of the district, court of the U. S; to be 
held at Madison, on the first Monriay of July, 
then-next, and 'that in default of the' recogni- 
zance tho marshal was 'commanded)to deliver 
the petitioner to the-cpmmon jail, &c. 


The isaid copy also contains a recital that the 


petitioner. had been charged on oa'tb, "with 
having on the llth day of March, A. D..1854, at 
the city of Milwaukee iif said county and district, 
unlawfully aided, assisted, and abetted a person 
named Joshua Glover held to service or labor in 
the state of Missouri, under the. laws thereof 
^d being the property of one Benamrai S. Gar- 
land, and having escaped therefrom into the 
state of Wisconsin, to escape frdin the lawful 
custody of Charles C. Cotton, a deputy of the 
marshal of the. United States, for the district of 
Wisconsin, the said Charles C. Cotton having 
then and there arrested and taken into custody 
the said Joshua Glover by virtue of a warrant 
issued by the Judge of/the United States for 
said district, pursuant to the provisions of the 
act of congress in that case made and provided 
—approved September 18, 1850." The peti- 
tioner having been lodged in jail in default of 
bail, the writ of habeas corpus was issued and 
served, .and,the prisoner was brought before 
Justice 'Smith, before .whom such proceedings 
were had that he was .discharged. '• .•''. 


A writ of certiorari was issued to bring the 


record of these proceedings before this.court in 
order to-correct any error that might have been 
committed. 


The following are the points decided. 
1. The cause came properly before; this court 


by certiorari to bring up the record of the pro- 
ceedings before Justice Smith.

1842, the question before the supreme court of 
the U. S. wan; whether Prigghad the right to 
seize without process in tBe state of Pennsylva- 
nia, Margaret Morgan, a: fugitive slave, and re- 
mand her to the state ofMarylanaV The judges 
decided that he had the power, ind discuss the

This court is of opinion, that so much of the 


act of I860, above referred to, as refers to the 
commissioners for decision the questions of fact

That there 
was a lack of thowlld excitement which BunctiincB 
characterizes political gatherings, we are ready 
to Admit, yet ire look upon It as an encouraging 
sign, rather than otherwise. Thcro was the 
calroncu of determination about it; the intelligent 
cooaolousnciia of a national wrong perpetrated in 
tho repeal of the Missouri compromise, not to bo 
redressed by tho mere blustering of words, but 
by efficient and persistent action; a singleness of 
purpoeo to drop other matters of difference for 
tho time being, to unite and concentrate forces 
upon this one object till it is accomplished.— 
Such arc tho characteristics exhibited in other 
states. It is tho legitimate effect upon n candid, 
long enduring people, of oft-repeated and long 
continued acts of aggression on the part of sla- 
very propagandists, and of the consummation of 
that cliiunx of bad faith, tho opening of territo- 
ry consecrated to freedom by solemn national 
compact, to tho defilement of tho accursed in- 
stitution. Tho public mind at tho north will 
tuoro and more assimilate upon this question. 
It is not far from unanimous upon it now, but 
party ties and the hope of party success will 
bold out against It to some extent. Wo do not 
repudiate partisanship r we respect it when ad- 
h'ercd to under a consciousness of correct prin- 
ciples. But when wo sco tho citizens of one 
section of the country, abandoning all party is- 
sues, and uniting heart and hand in the enforce- 
ment of measures highly obnoxious to other sec- 
tions, it U time to meet such tactics in their 
own way, as a matter of self-preservation. 


Such are sorao of tho considerations that will 


actuate and animate the opponents of tho Ne- 
braska law, at tho coming elections in tho dif- 
ferent states, and he who calculates that these 
forces aro inert because not noisy, is prcpaiing 
himself to bo disappointed in the result.

carrying dismay and death into many house- 
holds, wo have thus fur been mercifully exemp- 
ted from Its ravages. In the cnrly part of the 
warm season there were two deaths in this city 
which were pronounced to bo from cholera by 
tho attending physicians. 
Even thcso cases, 


howrcr, arc disputed) and wo do not assume to 
pass jtidgmcutr upon them. But since that time, 
embracing a period of several weeks of unparal- 
leled hot weather, and with crcry liability to 
sickness, our town has enjoyed an unusual de- 
gree of health. Tho complaints always inci- 
dent to tho season have scarcely existed at all, 
nnd there has been no such thiug as an attack 
ovon of tho prev.illing epidemic, or n severe case 
of cholera morbus, whllo there set ins to have 
been an entire indlflurcnce among our citizens 
generally as to their habits, and the ordinary 
precautions dictated by prudence seem to have 
been wholly disregarded. How long this ex- 
emption from a visitation of a disease that is 
sorely afflicting many of our neighbors is to con- 
tinue, no ono can tell, and whether the disre- 
gard of precautionary measures will not, ero tho 
season closes, fnvite the pestilence, is equally 
uncertain. But it is true that our city has escaped 
thus far, and it is also truo that in all former 
seasons it has cither wholly escaped or known 
but an isolated case or two. The very fact of 
escape heretofore has created a settled feeling of 
wfcUy, and probably to this feeling is attributa- 
ble much of our freedom from tho disease.

Tho rclator In this cose presented a petition to 


Justice Smith of this court, setting forth that ho 
was unlawfully deprived of his liberty, uud pray- 
ing that a writ of habeas coipus might bo issued 
to bring him before the ttalcl justice, together 
with the ci\u»fi of his imprisonment, in order that 
ho might be liberated if it should be found that 
Ills C'?nlincmcnt was ilU>g:il. 


The petition for the wiit stated particularly 


that tho petitioner wuri ru.strnincd of Ills liberty, 
by reason of a prutcnded wanatit, a copy of 
which was appended to the petition. By this 
copy It appears that \Vinlit-ld Smith, acting us a 
commissioner of tho U. P., hud upon an exami- 
nation of the petitioner, for an ullugvd offence 
agnin.st the UUVH of the U. £., ordered the peti- 
tioner to recognize \\iih fwfliciunt sureties in the 
sum of two thousand dollars, for his appearance 
at a term of tho district cotnt of the U. S. to bu 
held at Madison, on tho first Monaay of July, 
then next, and that in default of tho recogni- 
zance tho marshal was commanded to deliver 
the petitioner to the common jail, &c. 


The .mid copy also contains a recital that the 


petitioner had been charged on out)), "with 
having on the 11th day of March, A. D. 1861, nt 
the city of Milwaukee in said county and district, 
unlawfully aided, assisted, and abetted a person 
named Joshua Glover held to service or labor in 
the Rtnto of Missouri, under the laws thereof' 
and being the property of one Benammi S. Gar- 
land, and having escaped therefrom into the 
state of Wisconsin, to escape from the lawful 
custody of Charles C. Cotton, a deputy of the 
marshal of the United States, for the district of 
Wisconsin, the said Charles C. Cotton having 
then and there arrested and taken into custody 
the said Joshua Glover by virtue of a warrant 
issued by the Judgo of the United States for 
said district, pursuant to the provisions of the 
act of congress in that case made and provided 
—approved September 18, 1860." Tho peti- 
tioner having been lodged in jail in default of 
bail, the writ of habeas corpus was issued and 
served, and the prisoner was brought before 
Justice Smith, before whom such proceedings 
were had that ho was discnargcd. 


A writ of ccrtioraii was issued to bring the 


record of theso proceedings before this court in 
order to correct any error that might have been 
committed. 


The following are the points decided. 
1. The caudu came properly before this court 


by certioraii to bring up tho record of the pro- 
ceedings before Justice Smith. Rev. Slat. 20, 
1 Wis. R. 317. 


2. A justice of this court has power to issue 


in vacation writs of habeas corpus, returnable 
before himself at chambers. Rev. Stat. 020, Sess. 
L. '52, chap. 300. 


8. Tho rule that tho court whose jurisdiction 


first attaches to a case, will retain it, notwith- 
standing proceedings may be subsequently com- 
menced iu other couitd of concurrent jurisdic- 
tion, cannot apply In this case to prevent the is- 
suing of a writ of habeas corpus, by n justice of 
this court, since a commissioner is not an ofli- 
cer of tho courts of the United Statc.s; for tho1 


appointed by the judges of those courts, neither 
tho courta or judges arc responsible for hisactH, 
his powers and dutieH being particularly proscri- 
bed in the actd of congress; and a coimuUb-ioucr 
cannot with any propriety bo called a judicial 
ofllcer. 
Cons, of U. S., Art. 3, Martin vs. Hun- 


ter's lessee 1 Wheat. K, 305. But apart from 
any considerations of the powers of commission- 
era to bring tho cose within the rule, it must ap- 
pear that the district court of the U. S. had tho 
cose pending before it, which was made by the 
issuing and service of tho writ of habeas corpus, 
that the question of the legality of the imprison- 
ment of the petitioner was then pending before 
that court, and this the facts iu tho case do not 
show. They merely show the ordinary case of 
a person imprisoned under color of legal process 
for an alleged offence. 
In such caso tho inves- 


tigation of the legality of his imprisonment docs 
not ncccssaiily involve an enquiry into tho ques- 
tion of his guilt or innocence, or of his liability 
to be hold to answer for tho alleged offence. 
Sims' caso 7 Gush, R. 7 Cowan R. 471,10 Johns, 
R. 328. State courts or officers arc not deprived 
of the power to issx-e the writ of habeas corpus 
in all cases where 11 citizen of this state i.i held 
in custody on the ground of an alleged violation 
of a law of tho U. S. by Rev. Stat. chop. 124, 
sec. 21. 


4. There being no valid objection to watting 


tho habeas corpus and bringing the prisoner be- 
fore Justice Smith, the question next arises 
whether the prisoner was lawfully discharged. 


Tho return of the marshal to tho habeas cor- 


pus sets out substantially tho same reason for 
the detention of the prisoner as that stated in 
tho petition for tho writ. 


Tho first objection taken to the return is that 


it docs not set forth a valid warrant. Upon this 
point tho court concurs in the opinion of tho, 
ttstfce, who discharged the prisoner. 
The war- 


rant fails to fltnto any offence under tho act of 
congress in question,. Inasmuch as U does not 
show for what purpose Glover was in the custody 
of tho deputy marshal. He may have been In 
custody pursuant to tho act of congress, approv- 
ed September 18, 1850, and not have been ar- 
rested us a fugitive from labor. A warrant should 
contain a general statement of tho offence In or- 
der to justify an arrest. 


It is further objected to the return of tho mar- 


shal, admitting Glover to have been arrested as 
a fugitive from labor under the act of congress f 
approved September 18, 18/jO, still the arrest 
was unlawful, for tho reason that tho act is un- 
constitutional and void—and it is no crime to 
aid a person to escape from unlawful imprison- 
ment. 


The act of February 12, 1793, differs in prin- 


ciple from that of .September 18, JS&o. By the 


former act the person to whom tho service or 
labor was due, was authorized to seize or arrest 
the fugitive, and take him before any judge of 
tho circuit or district courts of tho U. S., resid- 
ing or being within the state, or before any 
magistrate of a county, city or town corporate, 
wherein such seizure or arrest was made ; and 
upon proof to tho satisfaction of such judge or 
magistrate, cither by oral testimony or affidavit 
taken and certified by a magistrate of any such 
state or territory, that tho person so seized owed 
service or labor under the laws of the state, to 
tho claimant, it became tho duty of the judge 
or magistrate to give a certificate thereof to tho 
claimant, his agent or attorney, which was asuf- 
cicnt warrant for the removal of tho fugitive to 
the Htatc or territory from which ho escaped.— 
It will be observed that by the act of 1793, tho 
alleged fugitive was taken before an officer who 
decided upon the question of the surrender of 
the fugitive, upon proof submitted to him. 


The act of 1850 differs from that of 1793 in 


two essential particular?. By the act of 1850, 
certain officers called commissioners arc author- 
ized to make the surrender and give the csrtifi- 
cato, and tbo testimony to show tho fact that 
the alleged fugitive owes service or labor, and 
that he has escaped, la not to be weighed by tho 
commissioner, but has an effect given to it by 
the net, independent entirely of the opinion of 
the commissioner in rcgatd to its sufficiency.— 
Tho 10th section of the act provides that when 
any person held to service or labor in any state 
ov territory, or In tho District of Columbia, shall 
escape therefrom, the party to whom such la. 
bor or service shall bo due, or his agent or at- 
torney, may apply to any court of iccord there- 
in, or judge thereof in vacation, and make satis- 
factory proof to such com tor judge in vacation, 
of the escape aforesaid, and that thu person 
escaping owed service or labor to such party; 
whereupon the court shall cause a record to be 
made of tho matter so proved, and also a gener- 
al description of the pa.-ty so escaping, with such 
convenient certainty as may be, and a transcript 
of such record authenticated by the attestation of 
the clerk, and of the seal of natcl court, being 
produced in any other state or territory or dis- 
trict, in which the person so escaping may be 
found, and being exhibited to any judge, com- 
missioner or other officer authorized by the law 
of tho U. S. to cattse persons escaping from 
service or labor to be delivered up, shall bo held 
and taken to be full and conclusive evidence of 
tho fact of escape, and that the service or labot 
of the perhon escaping is due to tho party in 
such record mentioned. Adjudications upon the 
act of 1793 could not decide all the quest ions 
raised by that of 1850. 


In Puggs' caso, 10 Pet. R. 010, decided in 


1842, the question before the supreme court of 
the U. S. was whether Prigg had the right to 
seize without process in the state of Pennsylva- 
nia, Margaret Morgan, a fugitive slave, and re- 
mand her to the state ofMaryland. 
The judges 


decided that he had the power, and dtecuss the 
power of congress to legislate on tho subject of 
the reclamation of fugitives from labor, and they 
wcro all of opinion that congress had the pow- 
er, a majority holding that tho power was exclu- 
sive, and that tho state could not pass laws even 
fn aid of the legislation of congress. 


Of course nothing could bo decided in this 


case respecting tho power of commissioners to 
give the certificate mentioned in the act of 1850, 
nor has there been since, In any case before the 
supreme court of the U. S.; and no case before 
that court has, by Its record, distinctly present- 
ed the question raised in thin case us to the right 
of n person claimed as a fugitive fiom labor, to 
have tho facts which must be proved before lie 
can be surrendered to the claimant, tiled and 
decided by a jury. 


Whatever might be the opinion of thitf court, 


were there no adjudications upon the question 
as to the power of congress to provide by law 
for the surrender of fugftlvcs from labor, still tho 
question whether an alleged fugitive is entitled 
to n jury trial before his surrender, is an open 
one in that court which has the power finally to 
decide all questions growing out of nn alleged 
violation of the constitution by a-n act of con- 
gress. 


This court is of opinion that so much of the 


act of 1850, above referred to, ns refers to the 
commissioners for decision the questions of fact 
which arc to be established by evidence before 
the alleged fugitive can bo delivered up to tho 
claimant, is repugnant to the constitution of tbo 
U. S., nnd therefore rofd, for two reasons: Jst^ 
because it attempts to confer upon those officers 
judicial powers; 2d, because it is a denial of tho 
right of the alleged fugitive to have those ques- 
tions tried and decided by a jury which we think 
is given him by the constitution of the U. S. 


Congress cannot vest any portion of judicial 


power iii any tribunals created by itself nnlcss in 
tho manner mentioned in tho 1st section of the 
3d article of tho constitution of the U. S., except 
in the case of territories, for which congress has 
provided for tho appointment of judges with a 
different tcnnrc of office from that fixed by the 
constitution, claiming to derive the power from 
that clause In tho constitution which gives con- 
gress "power to dispose of, and make nil need- 
ful rules nnd regulations respecting the territory 
or other property of the U. S." 


Tho 5th article of amendments to tho consti- 


tution of the U. S. provides that " no person 
shall bo deprived of life, liberty, or property 
without due process of law," and although it has 
been urged that a slave is not a person in tho 
sense of the term as used in this amendment, 
yet the objection is answered by the considera- 
tion that persons who are free aro liable to bo 
arrested and deprived of their liberty by virtue 
of this act, without due process of law, a phrase 
which includes the idea of a trial by jury. 


Tho court do not give an opinion upon the 


question whether a slave escaping Into a free 
state, does not thereby become free by virtue 
of tlie local law, subject only to be delivered up 


to servitude upon due proof, but by the act in 
question, an undoubtedly free citizen of a free 
state may be deprived of his liberty without due 
process of law. And though he may regain his 
frecdom.in the slave state to which he is taken, 
it is by foreo.of the law of that state, und not 
by virtue of the act of congress in question, for 
under that he has been adjudged n slave, and by 
force of it he has been taken as a slave by the 
person adjudged to be his owner, his agent or 
attorney, from tho state where he was arrested 
to the state fiom which it is alleged he has es- 
caped. 


ThiH court Is therefore obliged to conclude 


that tho alleged fugitive from labor in taken 
back to the state from which he is wild to have 
escaped, not as a person merely charged with 
being a slave, but as a person who has been 
proved and adjudged to ben slave, and as seems 
clear, without due pioccfH of law ; without hav- 
ing his rights passed upon and determined by a 
jmy of his peers. Wu think It essential that his 
rights should be maintained by all courtH and 
all tiibuniuV, and for the reasons above given 
the aider made in this cause discharging the 
rclator lt> affirmed. 


ANNEXATION OF TIIK SANDWICH ISLANDS.— 


The New Yoi k Ti ibuno of last Thursday pub- 
lishes a despatch fi om its Washington correspon- 
dent to tho effect that ho has positive and unde- 
niable information that a treaty is about conclu- 
ded between Mr. Grogg, U. S. commissioner, 
and the government of the island*, for their an- 
nexation to the United States forthwith. Tho 
correspondent adds: 


"The unsettled question in relntion to tho an- 


nexation is, whether the islands shall come in 
as A territory or a fcbito. Mr. Gregg iimHlb on 
the former. Thu administration hero at Wash- 
ington is perfectly advised as to the position of 
the negotiations.' This is kept a profound se- 
cret nt Honolulu to all out of the com't circle. 
The king nnd privy council have the constitu- 
tional power to make the treaty, and in fear of 
(illibnsteiing or something else in the way of 
foreign invasion, they are exercising It. The 
native population U undoubtcdl opposed to an- 
nexation, while a majority of the foreign resi- 
dents desire it."

thorlsc the destruction of the tamu in a summary 
manner. 


The, 3f<iyora»d Common Caunciloftfie City<\f Jane* 
tllletlo or Jain atfolloia: 
Sec. 1. That every person residing In the city of 
Jancsvllle owning or having In Ills or her possession, 
any dog or bllch anil suffering the same to run at large, 
shall be subject to n fine of five dollars for every dog, 
and ten dollar* for every bitch thus suffered to run at 
large, unless protected as hereinafter provided. 


Hec. 2. Any person paying to the treasurer of the 


city one dollar for each dog and five dollars for each 
bitch slmll be entitled to n license for such dng or bitch 
to run at large, to the end of thu year In which such II 
renso Is Issued. Provided such person procuring a II 
censo shall put upon tho neck of such dog or bitch so 
licensed to run at large, a metallic collar with the own- 
er's name engraved thereon In legible letters, and shall 
pay the city-clerk fifty cents for granting such license. 
And provided further that such dog or bitch so licensed, 
shall be securely muiilcd so as to prevent them from 
biting. Persons complying with the provisions of this 
section shall not be llnhle to the penalties named In the 
flrst section of thl« ordinance. 
Sec. 8. All dogs or bitches running at large In this 


city which arc not securely mutzled so as to prevent 
their biting shall be liable to be killed. 
Sec. 4. It shall be the duty of the city marshal to en 


force rigidly the penalties and provisions of this or(II 
uance, and It shall also be tho duly of the anld marshal 
or of any person under his direction to kill any dog or 
bitch which he may find running at large, contrary to 
the provisions of this ordinance. Provided however 
that any dog or bitch belonging to any person living 
out of the.city, and being In the clly on business, shall 
not be liable to be killed In the dny-tlme.

.. WANT OP ENTHUSIASM.—The Nebraska pa- 
pers are very busy in representing that the re- 
cent meeting at Madison ^-as a lifeless affair, that 
there was a want of enthusiasm that did not augur 
well for the success of the movement. That there 
was a lack of the wild excitement which s smel imes 
characterizes political gatherings, we are ready 
to admit, yet >ve look upon it as an encouraging 
sign, rather than otherwise. There was the 
calmness of detei-mination about it; the intelligent 
consciousness of a national wrong perpetrated in 
the repeal of the Missouri compromise, not to be 
redressed by the mere blustering of words, but 
by efficient and persistent action; a singleness of 
purpose to drop other matters of difference for 
the time being, to unite aud concentrate forces 
upon this one object till it is accomplished.— 
Such are the characteristics exhibited in other 
states. It is the legitimate effect upon .1 candid, 
long enduring people, of oft-repeated and .long 
continued acts of aggression on the part of sla- 
very propogandists, and of the consummation o f 
•that climax of bad faith, the opening of territo- 
ry, consecrated to freedom by solemn . national 
compact, to the defilement of the accursed in- 
stitution. The public mind at the north will 
more and. more assimilate upon this question. 
It is not far from unanimous upon it now, but 
party ties and the hope of party success will 
hold out against it to- some extent. We do not 
repudiate partisanship ;• we respect ft when ad- 
hered to under .a consciousness of correct prin- 
ciples.. Bat when we see the citizens of one 
section of the country, abandoning all party is- 
sues, and uniting heart and hand in the enforce- 
ment of measures highly obnoxious to other sec- 
tions, it is time to meet such tactics in their 
own way, as a matter of self-preservation. 


Such are some of the considerations that will 


actuate and animate the opponents of the Ne- 
braska law, at the coming elections in the dif- 
ferent states, and he who calculates that these 
forces are inert because not noisy, is preparing 
himself to be disappointed in the result. 


SICKNESS AT PORT WASHINGTON.—An express 


reached this city, Sunday afternoon, from Port 
Washington, 25 miles north, for aphysician and 
medicine ; the cholera having broken out there 
and much apprehension prevailing. It appears 
that the first case, among the American residents, 
occurred Thursday evening, and from that time 
till Sunday morning there had been 15 or 20 ca- 
ges, and 8 or 10 deaths. 
Doctors . MoKnight 


and Garner, both skilful and experienced physi- 
cians, promptly responded to the call for help, 
and went up to Port Washington Sunday even- 
ing. 
We trust that their presence and counsel 


were effectual in allaying the panic and staying 
the pestilence. 
Among the victims of the dis- 


ease were Mr. Lawrence, (brother-in-law of the 
late P. W. Badgley of this city,) his wife and 
child. 


We hear that several cases of cholera have 


occurred at Watertown and in Concord, Jefibr- 
f on county. Indeed there is scarcely a locality 
exempt from it this season.—Mil. Sent, 


While in many places this fearful disease is 


carrying dismay and death into many house- 
holds, we have thus far been mercifully exemp- 
ted from its ravages. In the early part of the 
warm season there were two deaths in. this city 
which were pronounced to be- from cholera by 
the attending, physicians-:- Even these eases, 
bowever, are-.disputed, and we do not assume to 
pass judgment upon- them. But since- that tfrne, 
embracing a period of several weeks of unparal- 
leled hot weather, and with every liability to 
sickness, our town has enjoyed an unusual de- 
gree of health. 
The complaints always inci- 


dent to the season have scarcely existed at all, 
and there has been no such thing as an attack 
even of the prevailing epidemic, or a severe case 
of cholera morbus, while there seems to have 
been, an entire indifference among our citizens 
generally as to their habits, and the ordinary 
precautions dictated by prudence seem to have 
l>een wholly disregarded. How long this ex- 
emption from a- visitation of a disease that is 
sorely afflicting many of our neighbors is to con- 
tinue,-no-one can tell,-and whether the .disre- 
gard' of precautionary measures will not, ere the 
season closes, invite the pestilence, is eqiuilly 
uncertain. But it is true that our city has escaped 
thus far, and it is also true that in all former 
seasons it has either wholly escaped or known 
but an isolated case or two. 
The very fact of 


escape heretofore has created a settled feeling of 
safety,, and'probably to this feeling is attributa- 
ble much- of our frcedbm.from the disease.

Synopsis c>* Opiuion by Whiton, C. 3, 


The rolator in this case presented a petition to 


Justice Smith of this court, setting forth that he 
was unlawfully deprived of his liberty, and'pray- 
ing that a writ of habeas corpus might be issued 
to bring him before the said justice, together 
with the cause of his imprisonment, in order that 
he might be liberated if it should be found that 
his confinement was illegal. 


The petition for the w.-it stated particularly 


that the. petitioner was restrained of his liberty, 
by reason of a pretended warrant, a copy of 
which was appended to the petition. By this 
copy it appears that vTinfield Smith, acting as a 
commissioner,of the TJ. S., had -upon an exami- 
nation of the petitioner, for an allngad offence 
against, the laws of the U. S., ordered the peti- 
tioner to recognize with sufficient sureties 111 the 
sum of two thousand dollars, for his appearance 
at a term "of the district court of the U. S. to be 
held at Madison, on the first Monday of July, 
then next, and that in default of the recogni- 
zance the marshal was -commanded to deliver 
the petitioner to the common jail, &c. 


The said copy also contains a recital that the 


petitioner had been charged on oath, "with 
having on the llth day o:FMarch, A. D. 1854, at 
the city of MJIwrakee in said county and district, 
unlawfully aided, assisted, and abetted a person 
named Joshua Glover held to service or labor in 
the state of Missouri, under the laws thereof' 
and being the property of one Benammi S. Gar- 
land, and having escaped. therefrom into the 
state of Wisconsin,, to escape from the lawful 
ousted}- of Chai-les CV Cotton, a deputy of the 
marshal, of the United States, for the district of 
Wisconsin, the said Charles 0. Cotton having 
then and there arrested and taken into custody 
the said Joshua Glover by virtue of a warrant 
issued by the Judge- of the United States for 
said district, pursuant to the provisions of the 
act of congress in that case made and provided 
—approved September. .18, 1850."" The peti- 
tioner having been lodged in jail in default of 
bail, the wiit of habeas corpus was issued and 
served, and the prisoner was brought before 
Justice Smith, before whom such proceedings 
were had that he was disenarged. 


A writ of certioraii v,-a.s issued to bring the 


record of these proceedings before this court in 
order to correct any error that might hare been 
committed.

The following are the points decided. 
1. The cause came properly before this court- 


by certiorari to bring up the record of the pro- 
ceedings before Justice. Smith. Rev. Stat. 29, 
1 Wis. R. 817. 


2. A justice of this court has power to issue 


in vacation writs of habeas corpus, returnable 
before himself at chambers. Rev. Stat. 626, Sess. 
L. '32, chap. 395.' 


3. The rule, that the court whose jurisdiction 


first attaches to a case,'will retain it, notwith- 
standing proceedings may be subsequently com- 
menced in other courts of concurrent jurisdic- 
tion, cannot apply in this case to prevent the is- 
suing of a writ of habeas corpus, by a justice of 
this court,, since a commissioner is not an offi- 
cer of the courts of the United States ; for tho' 
appointed- by the judges of those courts, neither 
the courts or judges are responsible for his acts, 
his powers aud duties being particularly prescri- 
bed in the acts of congress ; and a commissioner 
cannot with any propriety be called a judicial 
officer. 
Cons, of U. S., Art. 3, Martin vs. Hun- 


ter's lessee 1 Wheat. E. 305. 
But apart from 


any considerations of the powers of commission- 
ers to bring the case within the rule, it must ap- 
pear that the district court of the U. S. had the 
case pending before it, which was made by the 
issuing and service of the writ of habeas corpus, 
that the question of the legality of the imprison- 
ment of the petitioner was then pending before 
that court, and this the facts ia the case do not 
show. They merely show the ordinary case of 
a person imprisoned under color of legal process 
for an alleged offence. 
In such case the iaves- 


tigation of the legality of his imprisonment does 
not necessarily involve an enquiry into the ques- 
tion of his guilt or innocence, or of his liability 
to be held to answer for the alleged offence.

the petition for the writ.

it does not. set forth a valid warrant.

point the court concurs fn the opinion of the 
justice, who discharged the prisoner.

rant fails to state any offence under the aet of 
congress in question, inasmuch as it doss not 
show for what purpose GHover was in the custody 
of the deputy marshal.. He may ha-ve been in 
custody pursuant to-the act of congress, approi'- 
ed September 18; ISSO^and1 not hare beeti ar- 
restedas a fugitive from labor.

shal, admitting Glover to have been arrested as

Tho aet of February 12, 1793, differs in prin- 


ciple from that, of September 18,-1850.: By tho 


former act the person to whom the service or 
labor was due, was authorized to. seize or arrest 
the fugitive, and take him before any judge of 
the circuit or district'courts of the ..U. S., resid- 
ing or being within the state, or before any 
magistrate ofa county, city or town corporate, 
wherein such seizure or arrest was made ; and 
upon proof to the -satisfaction of such judge or 
magistrate, either by oral testimony or affidavit 
taken and certified by a magistrate of any such 
state or territory, that the person so seized-owed 
service or labor under the laws of the state, to 
the claimant, it became the duty of the jndee 
or magistrate to give a certificate thereof to the 
claimant, his agent or attorney, which was a suf- 
cient warrant for the removal of- the fugitive to 
the state or territory from which he escaped. 
It will be observed that by the act of 17S3, the 
alleged fugitive was taken before an officer who 
decided upon the question of the surrender of 
the fugitive, upon proof submitted to him. 


The act of 1850 differs from that of 1793 in 


two essential particular?. 
By the act of !Si30, 


certain officers called commissioners are author- 
ized to make the surrender and give the certifi- 
cate, and the testimony to show the fact that 
the alleged fugitive owes service or labor, and 
that he has escaped, is not to be weighed by the 
commissioner, but has an. effect given to it by 
the setr independent entirely of the opinion of 
the commissioner in regard to its sufficiency.— 
The 10th section of the aet provides that when 
any person held to service or labor in any state 
or territory, or in the District of Columbia, shall 
escape therefrom, the party to whom such la- 
bor or service shall be due, or his agent or at- 
torney, may apply to any court of record there- 
in, or judge thereof in vacation, and make satis- 
factory proof to such court or judge in vacation, 
of the escape aforesaid, and that the person 
escaping owed service or labor to. such party; 
whereupon the court shall cause a record to be 
made of the matter so proved, and also a gener- 
al description ofthe party so escaping, with such 
convenient certainty as may be, and a transcript 
of such record authenticated by the attestation of 
the clerkr and of the seal of said cottrt, being 
produced in any other state or territory or dis- 
trict, in which the person so escaping may be 
found, and being exhibited to any Judge, com- 
missioner or other officer authorized by the law 
of the TJ. S. to cause persons escaping- from 
service or labor to be delivered up, sb&ll be held 
and taken to be full and conclusive evidence of 
the fact of escape, and that the service or labor 
ofthe person escaping is. due to the party in 
such record mentioned. Adjudications upon the 
act of 1793 could not decide all the questions 
raised by that of 1850, 


In Priggs' case, 16 Pet. R. 640, decided in 


1842, the question before the supreme court of 
the U. S. was whether Frigg had the right to 
seize without process in the state of Pennsylva- 
nia,. Margaret Morgan, a fugitive slave, and re- 
mand her to the state .of Maryland. The judges 
decided that he had the power, and discuss the 
power of congress to legislate on the subject of 
the reclamation of fugitives from labor, and they 
were all of opinion that congress had the pow- 
| or, a majority holding that the power was exclu- 
| sive, and that the state could not pass laws even 


I in aid ofthe legislation of congress, 


Of course nothing could be decided in this 


case respecting the power of commissioners, to 
give the certificate mentioned in the aet of 1850, 
nor has there been since, in any case before the 
supreme court of the U. S.; and no case before 
that court has, by its record, distinctly present- 
ed the question raised in this ease as to the right 
of a person claimed as a fugitive from labor, to 
have tho facts which must be proved before he 
can be surrendered to the claimant, tried and 
decided by a jury. 


Whatever might be the opinion of this court, 


were there no adjudications upon the question 
as to the power of congress to. provide by law 
for the surrender of fugitives from labor, still the 
question whether an alleged fugitive is entitled 
to a jury trial before his surrender, is an open 
one in that court which has the power finally to 
decide all questions growing out of an alleged 
•violation ofthe constitution by an act of con- 
gress. 


Tliia court is of opinion that so much ofthe 


act of 1850, above referred to, as refers to the 
commissioners for decision the questions of faet 
which are to be established by evidence before 
the alleged fugitive can be delivered up to the 
claimant, is repngnant to the-'constitution of the 
U. S., and therefore void, for two reasons: 1st 
because it attempts to confer upon those officers 
judicialpo-wers; 2d, because it is a denial of the 
right ofthe alleged fugitive to have those ques- 
tions tried and decided by a jury which we think 
is -given him by the constitution of the U. S.. 


Congress cannot vest any portion of judicial 


power in any tribunals created by itself unless in 
the manner mentioned in the 1st:section,of the 
3d article ofthe constitution ofthe TJ. S.r except 
in the case.of territories, for which congress has 
provided! for the appointment of judges with a 
different tenure of office from that fixed by the 
constitution, claiming to-derive the power from 
that clause in the constitution which gives con- 
gress " power to dispose of, and make all need- 
ful rules and regulations respecting.the territory 
or other property ofthe U. S." 


The oth article of amendments to the consti- 


tution of the-Ui.S. provides.that "no person 
shall be deprived "of life, liberty, or property 
without due process of law," and although it has 
been urged that a slave is not .a person in the 
sense of the term as used in this amendment, 
yet the objection is answered by the considera- 
tion that persons who .are free are-liable to be 
arrested and deprived of their liberty by virtue 
of this act, without due process of law, a phrase 
which includes the idea, of a trial by jury, . 


The court- do not give an opinion upon, the 


question whether a slave escaping Into a free 
state, does not thereby "become free by virtue 
of the local law, subject only to be delivered up 


tp.yservitude upon due proof, but by the act in: 
question, an undoubtedly free citizen of'a free 


ate may be deprived of his liberty without due- 
jrocess of law. And though he niay:regain his 
freedom in the slave state to which he is taken, 
t is by force of the law of that state, and not 
by virtue of the act of congress in question, for 
under that he has been adjudged a slave, and by 
farce of it he has been taken as a slave by the 
person adjudged to be his owner, his ngent or 
attorney, from the state where he was arrested 
to the state from which it is alleged he has es- 
caped. 
: 


This court is therefore obliged to conclude 


that the alleged fugitive from labor is taken 
back-to the state from which he is said to have 
escaped, not as a person merely charged with 
being a slave, but as a person who. has been 
proved and adjudged to be a slave, and as seems 
clear, without due process of law ; without hav 
ing his rights passed .upon and determined' by a 
jui-y of his peers. We think it essential that his 
rights should be maintained b)- all courts and 
all tribunals, and for the reasons above given 
the order made in this cause discharging the 
rolator is affii-rnod. 
.

Sec. 
t. That every person residing In tho 'city of 


Jnncsviltc owning or having In his or her possession,' 
any dog or bitch ami sufferlnK the same to run at large, 
shntl be subject to n fine of flvc dollars for- every dog, 
and ten dollars for every bitch thus suffered to ruivat 
large, unless protected as hereinafter provided. 


Sec. 2. Any person -paying to the' treasurer of the 


city one dollar for each dog and flvc dollars for each 
bitch shall he entitled to a license for such doe or bitch 
to run at large, to the end of the year In which auch II* 
censo Is Issued. Provided such person procuring a II- 
censo shall put upon tho neck of such dog or bitch so 
licensed to run at large, a metallic collar with the oirn- 
er's name engraved thereon in legible letters, and ilmll 
pay the clty^lerk fifty dents for granting such license. 
And provided further that such dog or bitch so licensed, 
shall be securely muzzled so as 'to prevent them from 
biting. Persons complying with the provisions of thin 
section shall not be liable to the penalties named In the 
first section of this ordinance, 
Hec.'C. All dogs or bitches running at large In this 
city which nrc not securely muzzled so as to prevent 
their biting shall be liable to be killed. 
Sec. 4. It shall be the duty of Uiu city marshal to en-
